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PREFACE. 


IT  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  since  John  Prescott  and 
his  associates  founded  l^ancaster.  The  town  has  never 
attained  large  importance  in  commerce,  manufactures  or 
politics,  but  it  has  ever  been  known  as  tiie  abiding  place  of  a 
cultured  people,  man)'  of  whom  have  given  evidence  of  liter- 
ary aspirations.  So  early  as  i6<S2  the  wife  of  the  first  minis- 
ter, Mary  (White)  Rowlandson,  won  envial)le  reputation  on 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  by  the  pathetic  "  Narrative"  uf  her 
eleven  weeks'  captivity  among  the  Indians;  and  from  time 
to  time  numbers  of  others,  residents  and  natives  of  the  town, 
have  sought  to  perpetuate  their  names  and  thoughts  by  aid 
of  the  printer's  art. 

The  following  pages  are  the  result  of  an  attempt  to  make 
an  exhaustive  list  of  Lancaster's  literary  aspirants,  of  their 
writings,  and  of  all  printed  matter  relating  to  the  town  or  its 
people.  To  those  who  may  be  inclined  to  blame  this  biblio- 
graphic catalogue  for  the  admission  of  many  items  of  quite 
trivial  worth,  it  only  needs  to  be  said  that  it  was  planned  for 
local  use,  and  with  little  expectation  that  it  would  attain  the 
dignity  of  print.

The  first  printing  done  in  L.  was  by  Horatio  and  George  Carter,  copper- 
plate engravers  and  printers.  In  1825  their  work  was  cluetfy  upon  maps,  but 
gradually  the  engraving  and  printing  ot  plates  for  the  illustration  of  books 
was  introduced.  The  enterprise  grew  into  a  complete  book  manufacturing 
establishment,  including  book  printing  by  hand  presses;  copper  and  steel 
plate,  wood-cut,  and  lithograph  engraving  and  printing;  a  stereotype  foundry 
and  a  bindery.  The  adventure  passed  through  sundry  vicissitudes,  the  titles 
of  the  various  firms  formed  being  as  follows:  Horatio  and  George  Carter, 
1825— Ferdinand  and  Joseph  Andrews,  1828— Carter  and  Andrews,  1828-1834 
•-Charles  Carter,  stereotype  founder,  1832-1834— Henry  Wilder,  lithographer.
